Where-ever we find a Tyrant, we may be fure 
he ought not to be thére, for fuch 4 One 18 likea 
Highway-Man on the Road, who keeps Pofleffion 
of what he has Stolen, becanfe hie carinot ‘be Re- 
fied by the Impotent Traveller. The French Tyrant 
is ftill on the Throne, not becdufe he has a Right 
to be there, or becaufe the Subjects of France have 
no Right to Depofe him, but becaufe they want 
Power to Support their Conflitution, in the Reco- 
very of their Ravi fi’ Liberties: For the Form of 
their Government was at firft quite otherwife than 
it is at prefent. 

The Monarchy of France is no Abfolute Empire, 
but a Limited Royalty, which we find Aeknow- 
lede’d by Lewis the II. which one calls the moft 
Unbridled Monarchs that evet was , for fo he Writes 
in his Rofary of War, which he, a little before his 
Death, Compofed for the Ufe of his Son, Charles 
the 8th, viz. When Kings and Princes have nw Re- 


Spe to the Law, they take from the People what they 


ought to leave them Poffeft of, and do mot give them 
phat they ought to have; andin fo dotng they make 
their People Slaves, and thereby they lofe the Name 
of aKing. For no Body can be called a King, but 
he that Rules and bas Dominion over Freemen. This 
is the Royal Word, the Opinion of a Crown’d 
Head concerning the Freedom of the Subje ; and 
I hope the High-Flyers will Paufe a little upon it, 
and not Gainfay what has beén faid by the 
Lords Anointed.

In Confiene tom of thefé Opinions, I could 








give you thofe of Machiavell; Claudius de Sciffell, 
in his Treattfe of the French Mottarchy,Dedicated 
to Francis the Firft ; and his Book ot the Affairs 
of France, Dedicated to Henry the Third ; as alfa 
of Du Haillan,Hiftoriographer of the Kings, Henry 
the Third, and Henry the Fourth: But I muft be 
fhort, and therefore, in as few Words as may _be, 
Pll give you a view of the Conffitution of France. 

tho’ the Crown of France has a long time been 
forc’d into a Line of Succeflion, yet the Antient 
Form of Election is ftill obferved at the Corona- 
tion. Hyunc vultis, Huo jubetis effe Regeim: This 
is the Man whom you Will and Require to be yout 
King. Thefe Words are fpoken to the People at 
the Coronation; and the Peoples Election is mefi- 
tioned, and the King is called Ele# in the Form 
of Coronation, Publifhed by Hugo Menard, a Be« 
hedi fine. ; 

At the Coronation the King i¢ Oblie’d by Oath, 
to Rule according to the Known and Eftablith’d 
Laws of the Realm, for which may be feen the 
Ceremonial of France. 

He can neither make War or Peace, but by and 
with the Advice of the States General, which, as 
Philip de Commines fays, was acknowledged by 
Lewis the Eleventh. 

He can make no Laws but in the Parliament, 
or States General. An Inftance whereof we have 
in the States of Orleans, Anuo 1$60, and D'avila 
has obferved the fame in his Second Book of the 
Civil Wars. ) 

He can raife no Money but by Confent of the 
States, which Point was Settled by the States 
in the Year 1338, with the Confent of King 
Philip: And this Money to be raifed only on 
emergent and moit neceflary Occafions. ‘To this 
Point, faith Philip de Commines, Is there any King 
or Lord on the Earth, who has a Power, befides bis 
Deme{ne,to Impofe fo much as a Penny on bis SubjeBsy 
without the Grant or Confent of thoje who are to Pay 
it, except it be by Tyranny and Violence ?
